This is to advise you that Senate Bill No. 3 releasing 
penalty and interest has passed both Houses of the 
Third Called Session of the Forty-second Legislature 
and was approved by the Governor September IO, 1932, 
and became effective at once. That part of the bill 
affecting the duties of tax collectors reads as follows: 


‘That all interest and penalties that have accrued or 
that may accrue on taxes that are delinquent on 
or before December 31,1932, due the State, any County, 
Special School District, Common School District, Road 
District, Levee Improvement District, Water Improve­ 
ment District and Water Control and Improvement 
District, Irrigation District and other defined subdi­ 
visions of the state . . . shall be and the same are hereby 
released, provided said taxes are paid on or before De­ 
cember 31, 1932” 


Since the bill was approved September IO, it is effective 
from September IO to December 31, both dates inclusive. 
If you collected any taxes including penalty and in­ 
terest last Saturday, September IO, or have collected 
any such taxes subsequent thereto, other than those 
which by tax suit have been reduced to judgement, the 
penalty and interest should he "refunded to the tax­ 
payer. 


On all collections made between September IO and De­ 
cember 31, 1932, inclusive, you are directed to accept 
the taxes without penalty and interest unless a judge­ 
ment in a tax suit has been secured prior to September 
IO. 1932.
